Bill to Be Introduced Regulating Loan- 
brokers Doing Business in Dis- 
trict of Columbia. 

\VWASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 
\Vashington pawnbrokers who were driven 
out of business or forced to move the 
money lending end of their establishments 
to near-by points in Virginia “loan 
shark” legislation a couple of years ago are 
elated over the prospect that Congress 1n 
the near future probably will enact a law 
which will permit business 
again in the national capital. Under the 
present law, pawnbrokers are allowed to 
charge but one per cent. per month, which 
is not sufficient margin for them to do busi- 
ness at a profit. 

Congressman Page has introduced a bill 
which would allow them to charge two pet 
cent., along with note brokers. However, 
members of the District Committee, at a 
hearing yesterday, announced their opposi-

UNFAIR COMPETITION RULINGS. 

Federal Trade Commission to Issue a 
Series of Rulings Defining Un- 
fair Competition. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 3.—Announce- 
ment is made that the Federal Trade Com- 
mission will issue shortly a series of rul- 
defining unfair competition. The 
rulings will some 40 cases investi- 
cated under that section of the law 
powering the commission to prevent unfair 
trade methods. 

It was stated that many cases have been 
settled without formal action by the com- 
mission, some concerns against whom com- 
plaint was made yielding rather than fight. 
The commission now has before pt 200 
complaints. 

The commission, in about a month, 
issue a report covering an extensive 
quiry into the health of business generally 
in the United States. More than 300 lines 
of business came under the scope of the 
inquiry. About April 15 the commission 
will make a report to Congress on com- 
petitive conditions in foreign trade. The 
commission has more than 20 agents con- 
ducting this work in this country and 
abroad.

A Word to the Jeweler. 

HAT might well be termed the “sil- 

ver season” is scheduled to appear, 
as usual, early in the Spring. From the 
beginning of April until the end of June 
the rush season is on for the silversmiths 
the country over, and although each year 
sees a more general all-year-round buying 
of silver by the public the Spring can still 
be called the “silver season.” 

This, then, is a most propitious time for 
the opening of the silversmiths’ campaign 
for educating the users of silver and the 
choosers of silver gifts in silver appro- 
priateness and silver harmony. 

The year, too, is going to be a banner year 
in silverware production, for 1916 will see 
an unprecedented demand for all things re- 
lated to the home, and especially for those 
articles which are as indispensable to the 
art of entertaining as fine silver and glass. 

The Autumn of 1915 ushered in an age of 
entertaining in America, the essence of 
American home life, and a phase that is 
both characteristic and admirable. Society’s 
roll call of debutantes is unusually long, 
and following the entrances of these “buds” 
into the field comes a lengthy list of enter- 
tainments in their honor—one branch of 
the many festivities foreshadowed in early 
October. Then the demand for glass and 
table silver, consequent upon the promised 
gayeties, began to be felt, and during the 
holidays was again reflected in the popu- 
larity of gifts of household articles. 

Certainly this is an excellent opportunity 
for introducing to an already keen public 
the idea of appropriateness and harmony 
in table silver, and for interesting the host 
and hostess in the study of their own needs 
in relation to their individual homes. 

To the Home Maker. 

Appropriateness and harmony make a 
pair a pair of interesting rules in rela- 
tion to a great variety of subjects. Jewel- 
ry is not alone governed this year by 
these all-pervading laws. The idea has be- 
come a guide in every department of dress, 
and beyond the realm of costuming it 
reaches all manner of objects, both inside 
and outside the home. MHousefurnishings 
as well as house clothes, automobile fittings 
as well as motoring costumes—everywhere 
is felt the necessity of having all things in 
harmony, suitable to the occasion, appro- 
priate and entirely consistent. 

See how thoroughly this idea has been 


used in the designing of the modern Amer- 
ican country estate. First, there is the house 
itself; then the grounds are laid out ac- 
cording to the plans of the landscape gar- 
dener—but this man, although a specialist 
in his line, does not ignore the work of the 
first artist, the house architect, but becomes 
at once a co-worker with him in fitting the 
surroundings to the already planned house. 
Next the interior is finished with direct 
relation to the type of the building, and 
again the furnishings correspond with the 
interior decorations, so that furniture, dra- 
peries, rugs, pictures, everything, including 
desk sets, toilet table sets, and dinner sets 
of china, glass and silver, help to carry out 
the scheme shown in house and garden, 
bringing each detail into perfect harmony. 

In the same way each separate room in 
the house is now treated, but nowhere may 
this scheme be carried out more success- 
fully than in the dining room, where every- 
thing, from the dado on the wall to the 
glass and silver on the table, is harmonious 
and appropriate. 

Here, though, is a matter for study and 
a need for thorough and thoughtful plan- 
ning. It is not a cut-and-dried rule that 
will gain the best effect, but a scheme laid 
out within certain limitations, with a defi- 
nite touch of originality that will give the 
much-desired note of individuality. 

Take, for instance, concrete examples 
from among the many near-by beautiful 
country estates. There is one in the Berk- 
shires, an original house that reflects in 
every particular its clever owner’s radical 
ideas. To begin with, the situation is one 
that not everybody would choose, as it is a 
dificult setting for artistic treatment. The 
house stands high on the brow of a steep- 
rising hill, and alone, defying criticism, and 
the entrance drive winds through three 
acres of rugged woods, crossing and re- 
crossing by wooden bridges a noisy, rush- 
ing brook. The first impression of the 
whole setting is one of ease and natural- 
ness; nothing is forced nor prearranged, 
apparently. Therein lies its charm and its 
cleverness. 

The owner’s idea was to have an Ameri- 
can home on original lines, typifying the 
true spirit of American freedom, unre- 
strained and, above all, characteristic. This 
thought permeated the whole house, which 
was built of rough-hewn stone and timber 
in a low-roofed, spread-winged, rambling 


form, a modern American home that is not 
called by a stereotyped name on the archi- 
tect’s plans and cannot be found in the 
books on architecture. 

‘But what,” you ask, “has all this to do 
with cut glass and table silver?” This is 
only a preliminary, a leading up to my 
subject, to prove the advisability and prac- 
ticability of having every detail exactly 
right. Go into that house and you will find 
things there in just the same intimate rela- 
tion and pleasing harmony. The wide en- 
trance hall, the comfortable, usable living 
room, the music room planned with care- 
ful thought as to its ultimate utility, up- 
stairs the same, dressing rooms outfitted 
with every convenience designed for the 
individual down to the silver pieces on 
the many-mirrored toilet table, and then 
the dining room must be more fully con- 
sidered, 

This dining room is finished in dark oak 
and hung with maroon draperies at doors 
and windows. The effect is rather somber. 
But it is not overheavy nor at all out of 
place, for the furniture is not the formal 
dining-room set with high, § stiff-backed 
chairs. The chairs are curved comfortably 
and upholstered in the maroon leather that 
is also used for the window seat. Soft 
cushions are piled high in the deep recess 
of this inviting window, giving an air of 
homeliness that does away with the ap- 
pearance of meal-time use of the dining 
room. This is a room to loiter in, and, in- 
cidentally, that window nook makes a van- 
tage point from which to view the silver 
on the broad sideboard and the glass and 
crystal in the mirror-lined cabinet. 

Here again originality has been the key- 
note, and the tea service, some of the trays 
and waiters, the tureen and some of the 
other generally used hollow pieces, as well 
as the flatware, were made especially to suit 
this householder’s taste and to fit into the 
scheme of this comfy, home dining room. 
These silver dishes and knives, forks and 
spoons are severely plain, the forms are 
well modeled, rounded at the edges and 
inclined to thickness. Their only decora- 
tion reflects individuality and is something 
different from any other home silver. In 
a circle cut into each piece is carved the 
name of the estate and a conventionalized 
rose symbolic of the remarkable wealth of 
climbing roses growing in all parts of the 
grounds and trailing over the porch rails 
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of this charming house. ‘This silver 1s cer-

Consul Laing Submits Report on Sale 
of Jewelry in Northwest India. 
Consul James Oliver Laing, Karachi, has 
submitted a report to the Department of 
Foreign Commerce on the sale of simple 
jewelry in northwest India. The _ report 

follows: 

‘There is a steady but not large sale ot 
inexpensive imported jewelry in northwest 
India. The articles most in demand are 
brooches, pendants, rings and_ bracelets 
(called bangles here). The European resi- 
dents are the chief purchasers of this im- 
ported jewelry, as the natives usually pre- 
fer their own kind of jewelry made locally. 
Parsi women wear European rings and pins, 
but Hindu and Mohammedan women, as a 
rule, wear native-made jewelry. 

“Expensive articles are not in general 
demand. Diamonds and other stones have 
no great sale to the general public in this 
district. Indian princes and very rich na- 
tives buy jewels in large quantities, but 
the business is done privately and there is 
no way of knowing how extensive it is. 
Rings are usually plain gold or with a 
device worked in gold. Rings with stone 
settings have a smaller sale. Simple styles 
prevail.”

Employes of Pittsburgh Jewelry Firm 
to be Given Building and 
Loan Shares, 

PirtsBURGH, Pa., Feb. 3.—Philanthropy 
toward their employes appears to be the 
watchword of the house of Jos. DeRoy & 
Several years ago they took out 
policies on the lives of the employes of 
their establishment, the amount of the pol- 
icy being determined by the length of serv- 
ice of the employe. The firm announced 
to-day that it has decided to present all old 
employes with building and loan stock, the 
oldest to receive shares in a Pittsburgh 
building and loan, which, when paid 
up, will amount to $2,000. No strings 
whatever will be attached to the gift. If 
the employe should, for some reason not 
now apparent, leave the firm, such em- 
plove will be entitled to the money.

Bills and Amendments of Interest to the 
Jewelry Trade Now Being 
Considered. 
t’ROVIDENCE, R. | reb. 9. The session ot

it enters upon its fifth week already has un- 
der consideration a number of bills and 
amendments of more than passing interest 
and importance to the manufacturing jewel- 
watch of which is being 
maintained by the members of the standing 
committee on legislation of the New Eng- 
land Manufacturing Jewelers and Silver- 
smiths’ Association, of Edgar Rk. 
Barker is the chairman. 

Among these are changes in the Work- 
ingmen’s Compensation Act, corporation, 
excess and inheritance taxes, as well as in- 
creased taxation rates and factory inspec- 
[It is understood that there are 
several other bills and amendments in 
preparation to be introduced later, one ot 
the most important of which is that which 
provides for the public record of all hy- 
pothecation of accounts receivable. The 
latter bill was introduced at the last ses- 
sion, and notwithstanding the indorsement 
and support it received from the various 
commercial and mercantile organizations, 
failed to pass the Senate after being passed 
by the House. 

Representative Eaton, of this city, in the 
House has presented an act providing that 
no woman or minor shall be employed in 
any factory or business establishment after 
8 o'clock in the evening or before 6 in the 
morning. This act goes a step further than 
a similar one presented earlier in the ses- 
sion by Mr. Jones by extending the pro- 
vision to business houses as well as to fac- 
tories. 

Mr. Jennings, of Cranston, has intro- 
duced two amendments to the Factory In- 
spection Law which provide for tower fire 
escapes on all new manufacturing build- 
ings, and the second prohibits persons af- 
flicted with contagious disease from being 
employed in places where foodstuffs are 
manufactured or prepared. 

But perhaps fhe most important bill so 
far introduced is that by Mr. Jennings, of 
Cranston, providing for the arbitration of 
disputes relative to hours, wages and inci- 
dental matters existing or premeditated be- 
tween employers and employes. The act is 
known as the “Arbitration Act,” and is de- 
signed to safeguard business, social and 
home interests from losses due to labor dif- 
ferences by the elimination of strikes, boy- 
cotts and lockouts arising between employ-

“Any party to a submission may sue out 
a writ of subpoena ad testificandum or a 
writ of subpoena duces tecum, but no per- 
son shall be compelled under such writs to 
produce any document, books or memoran- 
da which he could not be compelled to pro 
duce at a trial in an action before th 
courts of this State. 

“All awards or arbitrations may by order 
of the court be enforced in the same man- 
ner as a judgment or order by it to th 
same effect, and the report or award of th 
arbitrator or arbitrators on any reference 
shall, unless set aside by the court or a jus- 
tice, be equivalent to a verdict by a jury 

“Any person who wilfully or corruptly 
gives false evidence before any arbitrator 
or arbitrators shall be deemed guilty of 
perjury as if the evidence was given in 
open court and shall be dealt with, prose- 
cuted and punished accordingly. 


“For the proper execution of the pro- 
visions of this act the Governor of this 


State shall appoint three persons, on the 
passage of this act, subject to the approval 
of the Senate, who shall hold office, one for 
one year, one for two years and one for 
three years, and annually thereafter one 
for three years, at a salary of $800 per

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POLICE GET JEWELRY THIEF. 


New Orleans Officers Arrest Man Who 
Admits Robbing Fitzgerald 
Bros.’ Store. 

NEW Feb. 3.—The police 
here yesterday recovered about half of the 
$800 worth of diamonds and jewelry stolen 
from the window of Fitzgerald 
bros.’ jewelry store, on Baronne St., early 
in the morning of Feb. 1. They also ar- 
rested an Austrian, 36 years old, who gave 
the name of Paul Bartum, and later suc- 
ceeded in having him make a confession of 
the crime. It was in his room in a St. 
Charles St. rooming house that the articles 

were recovered. 

The Fitzgerald’ Bros.’ window 
smashed with a brick cleverly wrapped in 
cloth during the early hours of Tuesday 
and the theft was not until 
after daylight. A street car conductor 
noticed the shattered window and notified 
the police. The Messrs. Fitzgerald were 
notified at their home. When they arrived 
at their store and made an inventory of the 
articles that had been left in the window 
overnight they estimated their loss at be- 
tween $700 and $800. 

Chief of Detectives Long, with Detective 
Scheffler and Patrolmen Fernandez and 
Edler, took up the case. They ran out sev- 
eral clues during Tuesday and it was not 
until shortly after 9 o’clock Wednesday 
morning that they struck the right track. 
It led them to the St. Charles St. rooming 
house. They failed to find Bartum, but later 
trailed him to a house on Customhouse St.. 
where they effected his arrest. 

He was brought to headquarters and ad- 
mitted that he had committed the crime 
when several pieces of the jewelry were 
found on him. He took the police back to 
his room on St. Charles St., where he 
pulled from between the mattresses all of 
the stolen property that was there. He 
told the police that this was every bit of 
the stuff stolen. The police, however, dis- 
credit this statement, since the jewelers de- 
clare that the property recovered by the 
police is only half of the property stolen 

Bartum told a story of having reached 
the city from Chicago two weeks ago. The 
police, however, are inclined to believe that 
he is a sneak thief of reputation and Ber- 
tillon Operator Norris is looking into the 
case. He said that he robbed the jewelry 
store because he was out of money and that 
he wanted to get to Mexico, but could not 
earn enough by working to get into the up- 
set southern country. His reason for going 
to Mexico was that he believed he “could 
do better there.” 

The police are searching all 
in the city, as they believe that he got rid 
of some of the articles in that way.

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PITTSBURGH JEWELER SHOT. 


David Levine Wounded in Dispute Over 
the Removal of a Showcase. 


PITTSBURGH, Pa., Feb. 3.—A dispute over 
the ownership of a showcase in the store 
f{ the United Jewelry Co., Fifth Ave. and 
Market St., at 10 o’clock this morning, re- 
sulted in the shooting of David Levine, of 
McKee PI., this city, principal owner of the 


establishment. Two shots were fired by 
William Prager, a sign painter, one of the 
bullets lodging in Levine’s left side. Two 


physicians who probed for the bullet found 
it and then had Levine removed to the Al- 
legheny General Hospital, North Side, 
where it was said to-day he was resting 
easy. It 1s also said that Levine will re- 
cover. 

\ccording to the police and eye witnesses 
to the affair, as well as others involved, 
the showcase in dispute belonged to Prager. 
It appears that he had been negotiating tor 
its sale to Levine and failing to come to 
terms had sold it elsewhere. Prager is a 
dealer in showcases and safes, as well as a 
sign painter. Prager said that he would re- 
move the showcase from the jewelry com- 
pany’s establishment, but Levine ts alleged 
to have remonstrated, declaring that he 
wanted to keep it. In the heat of the dis- 
cussion Prager drew a pistol and fired at 
Levine. The first shot, it is held, went 
through a plate-glass window and narrowly) 
missed pedestrians on the sidewalk, and 
how anyone escaped is regarded as a mir- 
acle, as the sidewalk was crowded with per- 
sons at the time. Then Prager is alleged 1 
have fired again and this time the shot 
took effect in the jeweler’s left side. Hi: 
dropped to the floor with pain 

Levine was carried to the office of Dr 
C. C. Mover, in the Diamond National 
Bank building, a short distance away, while 
Prager ran out of the store, directly into 
the arms of a policeman, and was locked 
up to await a hearing pending the result of 
Levine’s injuries. The police say that Pra- 
ger claims that he had loaned Levine sev- 
eral showcases. The man called at the 
store and demanded them and was refused. 
Prager left the store and then returned 
and demanded them and was again refused. 
He then drew a pistol and fired. The bul- 
let, according to the physicians attending 
Levine, entered the hip and lodged under 
the skin on the right side and therefore 
was not hard to find. Levine is well known 
here, for besides being interested in the 
United Jewelry Co. he is also a partner in 
a loan office on upper Fifth Ave., this city. 
He is aged 32 years, while Prager is about 
43 vears old. 

The United Jewelry Co. occumes about 
half of the rooms occupied by the Rosen- 
haum Co 

“Prager came in here vesterday,” said 
Mr. Kaspar, who has charge of the optical 
department of the business, to THre JEWEL- 
ERS’ CIRCULAR representative, “and had 
some words with Mr. Levine and told him 
he would come back and that 1f he didnot 
give him the cases he would blow his brains 
out. He came back this morning and 
started an argument. Mr. Levine and 
Prager were handy to the entrance and, 
drawing a revolver, Prager said, ‘T am go- 
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ing to shoot you,’ and he fired the first 
shot, the bullet missing its mark and going 
through our plate-glass door to the opposite 
side of Fifth Ave., where it struck a plate- 
glass window in M. M. Bash Sons’ store 
and swept across the storeroom of that 
concern without striking anything human. 
lt was miraculous that no one in the street 
was touched. The second shot hit Mr. 
Levine. By that time some of the clerks 
had given aid to Mr. Levine and had en- 
deavored to overpower Prager. Had not 
Mr. Levine turned slightly when Prager 
fired the second time the shot might have 
proved fatal.” 

Michael Wick, a salesman tor the jewelry 
company, went to Levine’s protection, and 
grabbing a large vase brought it down vio- 
lently over Prager’s shoulders, but Prager 
was not felled by the blow. Louis Gallop, 
also an employe of the house, rushed to 
Levine’s assistance, wielding a vase. but 
Prager turned on him and others, all of 
whom were halted. There were several 
women customers in the store and they 
screamed. Other persons dropped on the 
Hoor, fearing they would be shot. 

It appears that Levine insisted on keep- 
ing the showcases in his possession another 
month, since he had intended remaining in 
his present location that length of time. It 
is said that when Prager fired the first 
shot Levine thought it was all a bluff, but 
when he heard the crashing glass he 
changed his mind as well as position, the 
last action perhaps saving his life. 


PittTspurGH, Pa., Feb. 7—Prager has been 
released on $1,500 bail pending a kearing 
next week. Levine’s injuries are not se- 
rious and he is expected to be released from 
the hospital shortly. It is likely that Prager 
will be arraigned when Levine can appear 
at the hearing 








BOSTON PAWNBROKER ROBBED. 


Joseph Sonnabend Held Up in His Store 
by Thieves Who Get Eleven Dia- 
mond Rings and $247 in Cash. 

Boston, Mass., Feb. 5.—Joseph Sonna- 
bend, proprietor of a pawnshop at 2136 
Washington St., Roxbury district, was 
robbed last Monday atternoon by two young 
hold-up men, who got $247 from his cash 
drawer and gathered in 11 diamond rings 
from his display window. 

Mr. Sonnabend’s employes, a clerk and a 
bookkeeper, were at lunch when the thieves 
entered the store, soon after the noon hour. 
The taller and older of the two men wore 
no overcoat, and asked to have one tried 
on, proceeding to the middle of the store, 
where a clothing stock also handled by the 
pawnbroker was displayed. 

His companion dreav a revolver and lev- 
eled it at the storekeeper’s head. Mean- 
while the other robber made his way quickly 
to the rear of the establishment, secured 
the money obtainable and proceeded to the 
street, managing to pick up the diamond 
rings, to the number of nearly a dozen, at 
the front show window. 

Mr. Sonnabend summoned police officers 
from the nearest station and described the 
men, but they made their escape. The one 
who had a revolver was about five feet seven 


inches tall, weighed close to 140 pounds and 
seemed, perhaps, 21 or 22 years of age. The 
larger man might have weighed 20 pounds 
more, was one or two inches taller and 
looked nearly 10 years older.

ERCHANTS 
A New Misbrand- and manufac- 
ing Bill. turers in the jewelry 
trade who take a keen 
interest in legislation seeking to stop false 
and fraudulent practises will no doubt be 
very much interested in a general bill in- 
troduced into Congress by Representative 
Jarkley, Feb. 2, which forbids transporta- 
tion in interstate commerce of misbranded 
articles of any kind and seeks to regulate 
the traffic therein. The full text of Mr. 
Barkley’s bill appears in this issue on pages 
i) and 47. and a perusal of it will prove 
of especial interest to the jewelry trade 
owing to the fact that it seeks, among 
other things, to stop practises which jewel- 
ers have protested against and for which 
they have asked special legislation. 

Mr. Barkley, as is noted in the account 
of the bill, was chairman of the special 
sub-committee of the Interstate Commerce 
Committee which had charge of the hear- 
ings of the Owen-Goecke bill and a num- 
ber of other similar measures designed to 
strike at fraudulent trade practises. In 
fact, the Committee on Interstate Com- 
merce had received from various industries 
a large number of bills, somewhat on the 
lines of the gold and silver marking law, 
in the form of special legislation to prevent 
the false marking of cloth, linen and other 
fabrics, shoes and leather goods and vari- 
ous other lines of merchandise, each drawn 
with the idea of affecting their particular 
trade: and it seems to be the object of the 
members of the sub-committee in the bill 
now introduced by Mr. Barkley to use the 
information which they had obtained on 
fraudulent trade practises as a basis for a 
measure that would cover all of the trade 
evils in one bill drawn on general lines and 
thereby save the committee reporting on 
the many special bills of different indus- 
tries which it has had to consider. The 
bill, it is also said, will act as a pure adver- 
tising bill owing to the fact that the false 
statements in publication which it covers 
will refer to advertising as well as any 
other statement. 

In addition to Mr. Barkley s bill, as THe 
JEWELERS’ CTRCULAR has already announced, 
Chairman Adamson of the Commerce Com- 
mittee recently introduced an omnibus bill 
covering all kinds of fraud, and Congress- 
man Doremus has also reintroduced a bill 
similar to that previously known to our 
trade as the Owen-Goecke bill. What ef- 
fect the Barkley bill will have on these 
two measures is at present problematical, 
for though it may be true that the wording 
of the Barkley bill may be construed in 
such a manner as to eliminate time guar- 
antees on watch cases, it may not be satis- 
factory to those who want the specific legis- 
lation provided for in the watch case bill 
itself, as there are many points definitely 
covered in the lafter that the Barkley bill 
may not fully cover. 

However, the Barkley bill is so broad in 
its attack upon general fraud in interstate 
commerce, and will have such strong polit- 
ical backing that it should be very care- 
fully considered by the jewelry industry, 
and particularly by the retail jewelers of 
the country in the State conventions which 
are about to start throughout the country. 
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[lt may have detects which will bamper our 
industry, or it may omit features that are 
necessary for proper legislation on this 
line. Such detects or omissions can only 
he understood by a complete and thorough 
discussion of the measure from all stand 
points, and it is to be hoped that the bill 
will be so caretully studied and discussed 
by the jewelry trade that we will soon be 
able to understand exactly what its merits 
or detects may be before it is either in 
dorsed or condemned by the associations in 
our industry. 

It is for this reason that the text of the 
bill is printed in full in this issue, that 11 
may be possible for every retail jewelry 
merchant, jobber and manufacturer to care 
fully consider it and see exactly where it 
atfects his particular line. Extra copies of

HE diamond 
trade through- 

out the world has 
been watching with 
deep interest the condition of the diamond 
markets in the United States, inasmuch as 
it is tound that the improvement of bust- 
ness in this country was practically saving 
the entire industry, and for this reason our 
import statistics have been followed closely 
not only by the diamond cutters and dealers 
abroad, but by the holders of the shares of 
diamond mining stocks in England, and 
especially by the diamond workers of the 
mines in South Africa and the people of 
the cities and towns in the Cape, the Or- 
ange Free State and the Transvaal, whose 
prospe rity depends upon the working of the 
diamond mines. In fact. it has been the 
outlet for diamonds in the United States 
that has caused the production of the South 
\frican mines to be resumed on a very 
limited scale, as the stock of available 
rough in the hands of the Syndicate had 
practically become exhausted owing to the 
fact that the mines were shut down direct- 
ly after the war began. That the increas- 
ing imports of diamonds into the United 
States during the latter months of 1915 
proved distinctly gratifying to all the in- 
terests above mentioned goes without sav-

ing, and from present appearances the sta- 
tistics which they will continue to receive 
from America will be equally gratifying 1f 
the imports during the month of January 
are any criterion of what the coming year 
is going to show. The year has begun 
with an amount of importation of dia- 
monds that brings January almost up to 
the condition of normal years, as is indi- 
cated in the statistics of the gems that 
passed through the appraisers’ stores at 
New York in the month just passed. 
\ccording to these figures, made public 
last week, Jewelry Examiner Treadwell, at 
New York, passed gems to the value of 
$2,797,297, of which the bulk were dia- 
monds. This is an enormous increase 
(over 300 per cent.) as compared with Jan- 
uary, 1915, when the total amount aggre- 
gated $894,032, and a million more than the 
importations of January, 1914, that aggre- 
gated $1,779,157, though naturally less than

deterred a good many merchants from vis- 
iting the diamond market, the danger in 
shipment which has increased insurance 
rates, the increase in the rate of exchange 
on Holland, where the duty has been so 
O1reat as to practically eat up the profit of 
the man who pays debts in that city, and 
this added to the scarcity of certain sizes 
and grades wanted in the American mar- 
ket, as well as many other smaller difh- 
culties which our importers and cutters 
have experienced in the getting of goods 
that they desire—the importations of last 
month speak very well tor the condition of 
the American gem market as a whole and 
would seem to indicate that under normal 
conditions surrounding the obtaining of 
goods for this country the normal figures 
in importations would probably have been 
reached.

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TO STOP “FAKE” AUCTIONS. 
Jewelers Join with Other Trade Or- 
ganizations in Fight Against 
Fraudulent Sales and Itinerants. 


\ meeting of representatives of the dit- 
ferent trade organizations was held under 
the auspices of the Hatters and Furnishers’ 
Association at the ( ity Club of New Y ork, 
29) W. 44th St., Manhattan, last Friday 
night. The gathering was called for the 
purpose of inaugurating a campaign against 
“take” auction and transient store evils. At 
6.30 p. mM. the representatives met, and after 
discussing an excellent menu the business 
meeting was called to order by F. W. Clin- 
ton, president ot the Hatters and Fur- 
nishers’ Association. 

Among those present were: F. W. Clin- 
ton, president of the Hatters and Fur- 
nishers’ Association; M. L. Ernst, of 
Greenbaum, Wolf & Ernst, counsel for the 
organization; John B. Barre, Samuel Wal- 
lach and Truly Warner, also members of 
this association; Henry Healy, vice-presi- 
dent of the Retail Jewelers’ Association of 
Greater New York and Vicinity; Laurence 
Gardner, newly elected secretary of the Na- 
tional Jewelers Board of Trade; J. Pat- 
terson, editor of the American Hatter; 
Arthur Reis, of the Wholesale Men’s Fur- 
nishers Association, and C 
mann, of the Retail Furniture Dealers’ Ass 
sociation. 

Mr. Ernst, who is one of the most active 
men against the auction and transient store 
evils, was one of the speakers at the meet- 
ing. He said that according to the present 
law now in effect in New York city it is 
necessary in order to conduct an auction 
sale to secure a license at the cost of $100, 
and to furnish a $2,000 bond. This license 
is issued by the city clerk and is subject to 
revocation by the Board of Aldermen. The 
dividing of the responsibility between the 
various city departments makes it difficult, 
asserted Mr. Ernst, to bring the traudulent 
auctioneer to account. The evil of the 
transient store has little effect upon the 
local jewelry trade, he said, owing to the 
fact that this branch is subject to the ad- 
vertising laws, but in order to lodge any 
action against them proof must be shown 
that they have knowingly made any mis- 
representations. 

It was suggested in each instance by Mr. 
Ernst that steps should be taken so that 
licenses could be obtained from the Bureau 
of Licenses which would collect the fees 
and arrange the matter of security. When 
application is made for a license to carry 
on such a sale, it was pointed out, it must 
be done by verified petition stating just 
what goods are to be placed on sale, the 
length of the sale, the facts to be adver- 
tised, etc 
should have the power to 
licenses. “If the responsibilities were not 
so divided among the city departments as 
they are at the present time,” concluded Mr. 
Ernst, “the Bureau of Licenses would have 
access to the records of all concerns ahd 
could have its agents call at various times

CREDITORS OFFERED 25 PER CENT. 


Federal Diamond Importing Co., Chi- 
cago, Finds Itself in Financial 
Difficulties.

ANOTHER TAX ON DIAMONDS. 


Export Tax on Rough of 10 Per Cent. 
to Be Imposed by Union of South 
Africa. 
on e African World, London 
LONDON, Jan. 22.—It is understood from 
a cable received from. South Africa that 
on the reopening of Parliament an export 
duty of 10 per cent. at least on rough dia- 
monds will form one of the proposals for 

the raising of fresh taxes. 


“Irom inquiries made in trade circles,” 
says the Financial News, ‘“‘we gather on re- 
lable authority that such a tax will not in- 
terfere with business, and that now is the 
proper moment to impose it, as by the time 
the mines are in full swine again such tax 
will have regulated itself as far as new pro- 
duction is concerned. 

“Some of our correspondents even go so 
far as to point out,” continues our con- 
temporary, “that the amount of this tax 
could be more than recovered by a rise in 
common and industrial diamonds, which, on 
the face of it, are being sold at prices quite 
out of proportion to the finer qualities: and 
they argue that there is no reason why such 
industrial diamonds should not be double 
and treble the price they are now. It must, 
after all, be borne in mind that the dia- 
monds that can be annually absorbed in 
normal times can only be reckoned in 
amount and not in quantity. As our 
readers are aware, this amount is, roughly 
speaking, £12,000,000 sterling, and the addi- 
tion of 10 per cent. or 15 per cent. in 
taxation will not mean that the companies 
will be able to sell an extra proportion of 
diamonds; consequently, they m* st produce 
fewer stones and charge correspondingly 
higher prices to balance matters. 

“Now,” it concludes, “the industrial and 
common goods to which our correspondents 
refer constitute about 20 per cent. of the 
total production of the mines, ard there is 
no reason why these sorts which are low- 
priced should not be raised, as suggested, 
to twice or three times present rates, and 
vet be freely absorbed. The finer qualities, 
however, are at such a level already that an 
extra 10 per cent. or even 15 per cent. 
would not make any material difference as 
far :s the capacity of the market to absorb 
them in concerned; but on the lower quali- 
ties. with a lesser production, a big in- 
crease can easily take place, and thus en- 
able the companies to stand the additionak 
taxation. These common qualities run into 
big amounts of carats—possib!y 2,000,000 
carats annually—and each rise of Ils. per 
carat would mean £100,000/

Traveler from Empire State Ring Co. 
Discovers Loss and Notifies 
Authorities. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Feb. 4.—Ira Rosen, a 
traveling representative for the Empire 
State Ring Co., Buffalo, N. Y., is the vic- 
tim of a mysterious sample case robbery, 
which netted the thieves about $8,000. Mr. 
Rosen discovered the theft of two trays 
of rings upon his arrival in Greensburg, 
Ind., on Jan. 25. 

Several days before going to Greensburg, 
Mr. Rosen bad been stopping at the Wash- 
ington Hotel in this city. It is reported 
that one evening during his stay the sales- 
man left his sample case in his room while 
he was away for several hours. Upoxu his 
return he noticed nothing unusual and the 
following day left for Greensburg. Upon 
his arrival in that city he entered the 
jewelry store of CU. B. James, and on open- 
ing his case made the discovery of the 
theft of the rings. Local police, the Na- 
tional Pinkerton Detective Agency and the 
Jewelers’ Protective Union, of which the 
Empire State Ring Co. is a member, were 


notified and an investigation was imme- 
diately started. 
lt is believed by Pinkerton representa 


tives that the robbery was committed at 
the Washington Hotel. At the time of the 
robbery there were between eight and 10 
trays of rings in the case. Evidence that 
the thief or thieves knew something about 
the value of jewelry is shown by the selec- 
tion made. The two trays which contained 
the best grade of goods in the sample case 
were the only ones disturbed. These trays 
were emptied and placed back in the case, 
which was closed.

GOVERNMENT SEIZES GEMS. 


Application Made for Forfeiture of 
Pearls and Jewelry on Which No 
Duty Was Paid. 


\n application was made by the Govern- 
ment in the United States District Court, 
New York, on Tuesday, Feb. 1, for the 
forfeiture of a number of pearls and sev- 
eral articles of jewelry, claimed to have 
been brought into this country without the 
usual payment of duty. The articles seized 
by the authorities include one pearl scarf 
pin, one necklace containing 97 pearls, an- 
other necklace containing 101 pearls, two 
loose pearls weighing 13.60 grains and 10.03 
grains respectively, and one black pearl 
weighing 13.20 grains. The foreign value 
of these articles is placed at $12,873.10. In 
this country they are said to be worth 
about $18,589. 4 

They were imported, Assistant District 
\ttorney Harold E. Harper stated in mak- 
ing the application, by Yervant Messia, an 
\rmenian who is said to be a leader in the 
Hunchakist, a revolutionary society. He 
came here on Nov. 26, and the gems and 
jewelry are believed to be war bargains. 
The authorities, it is claimed, were ig- 
norant of the fact that the articles had 
reached this country until they were left 
with a prospective purchaser. When the 
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suspicions of the prospective purchaser 
were aroused, the attention of the Federal 
authorities was called to the jewels. Seizure 
followed, but before the forfeiture action 
was started Messia had returned to France. 





CHIARAPPA GOES TO JAIL. 





He Pleads Guilty to Concealing Assets 
from Creditors and Gets Four 
Months’ Sentence. 

DututH, Minn., Feb. 5.—Judge Booth in 
the United States District Court has sen- 
tenced Emilio ‘Chiarappa, who conducted a 
jewelry business in New Duluth under the 
name of I. Fuda, to serve four months in 
prison, after the accused had pleaded guilty 
to a charge of concealing assets. He was 
sentenced on Jan. 25. 

Chiarappa disappeared from New Duluth 
last Summer after an involuntary petition 
in bankruptcy had been filed against him. 

The authorities, in conjunction with the 
Duluth Jobbers’ Credit Bureau, finally ap- 
prehended Chiarappa in Stamford, Conn. 
Merchandise and cash amounting to about 
$6,000 was later seized, and Chiarappa was 
released under $2,500 bail on a charge of 
misuse of the mails. 

Following his release Frank M. Hickok, 
manager of the Chicago office of Thomas 
‘leming Walsh, caused the second arrest 
of Chiarappa, charging him with using the 
mails to defraud by sending a false finan- 
cial statement and with concealing assets. 

Mr. Hickok reported that an examination 
revealed goods belonging to a member of 
the National Jewelers Board of Trade. On 
Jan. 12 last a grand jury handed down an 
indictmenet against Chiarappa. 

Mr. Hickok was in Duluth recently and 
had completed arrangements, it is reported, 
with the district attorney and the pris- 
oner’s representative for an eight months’ 
sentence. 

[It appears, however, that on the morn- 
ing that Chiarappa came up for sentence, 
information came that the prisoner’s wife 
had just given birth to twins. This cir- 
cumstance seemed to have induced Judge 
Booth to take into consideration the four 
months that the jeweler spent in jail await- 
ing sentence, and the judge accordingly re- 
duced the contemplated eight months’ sent- 
ence to a four months’ term.

Advertising properly and wisely done is 
becoming a bankable asset and is now so 
considered by the leading bankers and busi- 
ness men of the company, according to C. 
E. Raymond, vice-president of the J. Wal- 
ter Thompson Advertising Co., who last 
week spoke before a meeting of the Execu- 
tives’ Club of this city, of which many 
jewelers are members. The address was 
made at the Hotel Sherman, the usual meet- 
ing place of the club, and was entitled “A 
Broad View of Advertising.”

Jewelry aggregating $300,000 in value 
was worn last week at the Auditorium 
Theatre, where rehearsals are in progress 
for the Fashion Show, by Mrs. ‘Carl Heisen 
and Miss Lydia Lindgren, two young 
women who are to take part in the affair. 
The gems were some of the newest de-

Chicago Jewelers’ Association. Mrs. Heisen 
wore a diamond and pearl butterfly worth 
$9,000 for one ornament, and Miss Lind- 
gren wore a necklace valued at $110,000. 
Detectives were on hand to guard against 
ambitious bandits. 

Meyer Brandt, a shoemaker, 70 years 
old, is held by the police on a charge of 
killing the wife of Lipman Epstein, a 
jeweler at 1823 W. Division St., the pris- 
oner, it is claimed, having stabbed Mrs. 
Epstein in the shop of her husband last 
week. According to the story told to 
the police, Brandt had been annoying Mrs. 
Epstein for some time and he called at the 
shop Monday and was ordered out. Com- 
ing back with a butcher knife he attacked 
the woman, stabbing her fatally, and when 
the jeweler interfered he himself was 
stabbed twice. Mrs. Epstein was removed 


to St. Mary’s Hospital, where she died a 
few hours later. Brandt told the police 
that he had called to collect some money 
which he had loaned Mrs. Epstein and that 
when she screamed her husband rushed in 
and he had to use the knife to protect 
himself. 

Creditors of Alfred S. Elsner have been 
notified that Edwin D. Buell, who was ap- 
pointed receiver of the concern last August, 
fled his final report and that this will come 
up for consideration at a meeting to be held 
before Frank L. Wean, referee in bank- 
ruptcy, at his office, 437 Monadnock Block, 
Feb. 16, at 10 a. m. It 1s expected the re- 
port will be passed upon then, and also the 
petition of the receiver for an allowance 
of $284 for expenses and $90 for his serv- 
ices, and also the application to pay $100 
for the services of the receiver’s attorney. 
Mr. Buell, who was trustee before being 
appointed receiver, had made a _ report 
showing the sum of $1,402 on hand, and the 
application to allow $150 for the services 
of the attorneys for the bankrupt, and $100 
for the attorneys of petitioning creditors 
will also be acted upon at the same gather- 
ing on Feb. 16. 


A meeting of the creditors of Max 
Carlton, wholesale diamond merchant, 5 
S. Wabash Ave., was held last Thurs- 
day at the office of Referee Frank Wean, 
in the Monadnock building. The settle- 
ment offer at 20 cents on the dollar, 
payable in cash, made recently by Carl- 
ton, was unanimously accepted by the ma- 
jority of the creditors. Before the settle- 
ment becomes effective the referee will 
make an investigation and if found satis- 
factory the settlement will be allowed. The 
meeting also elected the receiver, the Cen- 
tral Trust Co. of Illinois, to act as trustee. 
It is generally conceded that the settlement 
offer will go through as scheduled. It has 
the hearty indorsement of practically all of 
the creditors, including L. Stern & Co., 
New York, who are said to have the largest 
claim. Carlton filed a voluntary petition in 
bankruptcy in this city early during the last 
month.

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Helpful Ideas for Winning Permanent Trade. 


Making a Fad ‘‘Go the Rounds ’’—Honesty a Form of Store Service—A Special Department for Odd Gifts—Suggestions 
for Quick-Selling Side Lines—How One Jeweler Thanks His Patrons—Monthly Letter Talks to Club Men. 
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VERY clever idea that is having a 
considerable vogue in some quarters 
is the “friendship bracelet.” 

The “friendship bracelet” is composed of 
a series of small sterling plates perhaps 
three-quarters of an inch by three-eighths 
of an inch in size. Each plate is contrib- 
uted by a friend and has that friend’s mon- 
ogram engraved on it. 

There are business possibilities in this 
idea. It is bound to appeal to the school- 
girl, and once started in a school or clique 
is likely to “go the rounds,” each girl get- 
ting the desire to possess a “friendship 
bracelet” when one or more of the others 
have one. 


HONESTY——A FORM OF STORE SERVICE. 


One of the most convincing exhibits re- 
cently noted in the line of store service was 
that which came into the writer’s own 
home from one of the big mertopoll- 
tan stores. It took the form of the follow- 
ing, self-explanatory letter: 

Chicago, Jan. 30, 1915. 
Dear Madam: 

It has been found that our salesclerk 
erred in computing the price of meat which 
you purchased Dec. 29, and we therefore 
hasten to make correction by refunding the 
difference to you. 

Enclosed herewith please find the sum of 
10 cents in the form of postage stamps. 

We regret that such an error occurred, 
and assure you that in handling future or- 
ders greatcr care will be exercised. 

Yours very truly, 

Note that the amount involved is only 
10 cents—that the error is in favor of the 
store and that the letter was written a 
month after the purchase in question was 
made. 

This refreshing evidence of honesty is 
worthy of consideration by Jewelers, not 
because honesty is rare in business rela- 
tions, or to be unduly praised. No, not 
on these accounts. But consider this trifling 
circumstance from the psychological stand- 
point of effect on the consumer, Is it not 
evident that the woman who receives such 
a letter has her confidence in the house 


that writes it immeasurably strengthened? 
Isn’t she going to be a “fan” for that con- 
cern so long as she gets that kind of treat- 
ment ? 

Put yourself in the customer’s place. You 
might not care a rap about the dime in- 
volved in the transaction. But you could 
not fail to be pleased and a trifle flattered 
perhaps by such courtesy and the right in- 
tention shown in correcting even so slight 
an error, 

You wouldn’t readily forget this evidence 
of sincere determination to be ‘on the 
level” with you. And consider too, the 
advertising possibilities of this incident. 
You as a customer, receiving a letter like 
that above, would in all probability show 
it to your friends. You would at least talk 
about it to the other members of the family. 
[f a woman, you would show it to your 
husband. If a man you would show it to 
your wife. The matter would be discussed 
at the dinner table perhaps and a general 
verdict of approval rendered. Think of 
the good will thus inspired—not to be 
measured by the small amount involved. 

There is a moral here for jewelers. For 
them to do, in like case, what this store 
did would mean equal opportunity to ce- 
ment a friendship and create an enthusiast. 
[It would only be proving again as always 


that honesty is the best policy. 
“GIFT STORE” REPUTATION 


PROFITABLE. 


ESTABLISHING A 


A department of new and unique things 
suitable for the gift seeker who 1s looking 
for the out-of-the-ordinary could well be 
inaugurated by every jeweler. By proper 
advertising, featuring of the department, 
and handling of customers, the store could 
be indelibly ass@eciated with gift making in 
the mind of the public. “When you want 
to select a gift—call at Jones’” might be 
a slogan used in the store advertising. Thus 
people would get the habit of going to the 
“sift store” or consulting the “gift expert” 
before deciding on a gift. 

One store that featured gifts all the year 
round and became known as “gift head- 
quarters” has built up a gift trade of 
country-wide proportions, making it pos- 


sible for them to issue an elaborate cata- 
logue of happy conceits and novel ideas 
not to be found in average stocks.

maker with a sense of relief at having 
found something different—something the 
recipient of the gift is not likely already 
to. possess.

Showing appreciation for a

MONTHLY LETTER TALKS TO CLUBMEN. 

One of the large jewelry stores in the 
middle west is represented in the Rotary 
Club of the city where it is located. For 
the enlightenment of jewelers who may 
never have heard of the Rotary Club, be 
it said that a club of that name exists in 
many of the larger towns of the country. 
The organization is national in scope, all 
local clubs being afhliated with the rotary 
clubs in other towns. Only one represent- 
ative of any line of business o: protes- 
sion is admitted. Thus in a local rotary 
club there could be but one member who 
was a jeweler, but one who was a tailor, 
and so on. Other things being equal, Ro- 
tarians are expected to patronize Rotarians. 

The motto of the club is, “He profits 
most who serves best,” and this may be 
said to typify the aim and ideals ot the 
club. 

The jewelers referred to decided 
to keep in touch with their fellow Rotary 
Club members by writing to each, a letter a 
month, for a year. 

It was not their idea to use their mem- 
bership as a leverage to pry business loose, 
but to keep the members posted along lines 
that would enable them to benefit by the 
service offered. Each letter dealt with a 
seasonable topic calculated to make a gen- 
eral appeal and was a dignified but by no 
means insistent invitation to call and see 
the line or article featured in the letter. 

As these letters were carefully thought 
out and are right to the point—shorn of 
all unnecessary verbiage—they should be of 
value to other jewelers who may contem-

The Business Announcement Trade. 





T this season of the year the moving to 
other quarters, dissolutions of firms, 
special sales of business houses and displays 
of merchandise always offer to the jeweler 
a lucrative field for the sale of stationery. 
The business announcement trade, which 
always makes its appearance with the ap- 
proach of Spring, is considered one of the 
most important features of the early year 
stationery business and should be carefully 
cultivated by the jeweler, as it leads not 
only to present-moment profits but opens 
the door to future business relations. 

\ny jeweler maintaining a stationery de- 
partment should familiarize himself with 
the wording, typography and paper used in 
business announcements. lhere are a num- 
ber of ways in which the wording on the 
various announcements may be prepared. 
For the benefit of the jewelers not wholly 
familiar with these forms the following 
suggestions are made. 


The first announcement taken up is one 
calling attention to a special display of 
gowns, waists and suits. Regulation size 
announcement paper should be used, and 
the engraving may be either in script, Ro- 
man, modified Roman or the new Louis

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Estimating Watch and Jewelry Repairs. 





Written expressly for The Jewelers’ Circular by Felix B. Pyms. 





























EFORE an estimate can be given on an 
article that is being left for repairs 
it is highly essential for the jeweler to be 
thoroughly acquainted with the work in 
question. He should be in every respect 
a thorough, practical man. This should be 
the first qualification the jeweler should 
possess. He should next possess character 
and be a student of human nature. The 
human element plays an important part in 
estimating. The possession of the first 
essential without the last two may be com- 
pared with that of an automobile without 
its engine: one is indispensable to the other. 
When giving an estimate on an article it 
should be given in such a manner that the 
customer will be favorably disposed to leave 
it to be put in good repair, even if such 
estimate be a hither one than one given by 
a rival jeweler. Another important factor 
is the personality of the jeweler. He should 
be cleanly and neatly attired, courteous in 
speech and bearing, and be absolutely frank 
and honest when delivering his estimate. 
Any failure in this respect will very often 
result in the loss not only of the job but 
of the customer also. 

When a customer brings a watch or piece 
of jewelry for an estimate for repairs the 
customer has to, under the nature of the 
circumstances, rely on your. statements. 
Consequently it is essential that the jeweler 
gain the customer’s confidence, for you will 
never be able to convince him of the verac- 
ity of your statements if you fail to gain 
his confidence. When delivering an esti- 
mate your statements should be perfectly 
clear, concise and easily understood. Leave 
no doubt in the mind of your customer as 
to what ails his watch or article of jewelry. 
A little display of technical knowledge will 
do no harm, but this should not be over- 
done. Do not be overanxious to secure the 
job when giving an estimate, as this will 
create a wrong impression in the customer’s 
mind. Leave the impression that such and 
such repairs to the watch or piece of jewel- 
ry are highly necessary for its safety and 
durability, and not for any monetary con- 
sideration that you may gain therefrom. 
This latter should be impressed as being of 
secondary importance. 

Estimates vary according to the location 


where they are given. A great deal de- 
pends on the size of store, the class of 
people that patronize it, location of the 
store, and last, but by no means least, the 
quality of the work that is put out. This 
means that highly skilled workmen are kept, 
commanding good: salaries, and _  conse- 
quently the cost of repairs will be a little 
higher than the second-rate stores demand. 
This last statement may be used to no little 
effect to a customer who tells you that So- 
and-So’s store gave a much lower estimate 
on a certain repair. At the same time, 
never “knock” a rival if he commands 
higher prices for his work. It is very bad 
policy to do so. If you know nothing good 
about your rival the best thing is to say 
nothing. Another point, when an estimate 
has been given never reduce the price of 
the estimate for the same repairs on the 
same article because the customer thinks 
such estimate too high, for as surely as 
you start reducing prices the customer will 
lose his or her confidence in you imme- 
diately and instead of leaving such repair 
will take it away. A case instantly occurs 
to me where this actually happened. 

A lady came into the store and asked for 
an estimate for repairs on her watch. The 
watch, on examination, was found to be in 
need of a general overhauling. This was 
intimated to the lady, a price being given 
at the same time. She expressed her opin- 
ion that the price was rather more than 
she cared to give. We did not immediately 
begin cutting the price, but, instead, in- 
formed her that it really should have been 
more and that as the quality of our work 
enabled us to guarantee whatever work we 
did in the way of repairs we consequently 
did not think that we were overcharging 
her in the least. She decided to leave it, 
and while taking%down particulars she in- 
formed me that she had previously taken 
the watch to another jeweler, who, after 
having given her an estimate for its repair, 
immediately lowered it when she demurred 
at its high price. “I did not think,” she 
said, “that he was honest in what he told 
me, so I took my watch away.” What this 
jeweler had really done had not only lost 
him a customer, whose confidence he had 
lost, but probably her friends’ also—a 


mighty important factor where a great deal 
of this kind of work—watch and jewelry 
repairs—is fostered by recommendations. 


When estimating it is far better to over- 
estimate than underestimate, especially so 
when the estimate is made while the cus- 
tomer waits. Oftentimes when such an 
estimate is made it is generally found that 
some pivots are badly worn, a hidden jewel 
or two needed, or a mainspring that may 
be an apology for one. All this will have 
to be supplied once the estimate has been 
given, although it did not include these re- 
pairs. From this we infer that it is far 
better to induce the customer to leave the 
watch or piece of jewelry so that a thor- 
ough and complete estimate may be given. 
This will be found in the end to be more 
satisfactory to both parties. If a “waiting” 
estimate is asked for, then heed the cus- 
tomer’s remarks in respect to the length of 
time since the article was last repaired, the 
manner in which it was treated, whether 
carelessly or not, and similar data. All this 
helps the jeweler to understand what re- 
pairs will be needed and facilitates a quick 
estimate. 

Now and again a watch or piece of jewel- 
ry may be brought in for repairs or an 
estimate asked for, and on examination— 
very often a glance is sufficient—it will be 
found to be not worth repairing. Do not 
hesitate a moment in telling the customer 
so. It would be a sin to take in such work 
knowing that it would be unsatisfactory 
ever afterward. Many, in fact all, custom- 
ers will appreciate a frank statement to the 
effect that it would be throwing money 
away to have such work repaired. Jewelry 
generally can be overhauled and made pre- 
sentable, even satisfactorily so, but with 
watches it is different. Many watches get 
botched to such an extent, each succeeding 
jeweler leaving his trade-mark, that it is a 
wonder that they go at all. 

Cheap grades of watches should never be 
guaranteed. The policy adopted by our 
firm with respect to these watches is to re- 
ject, unless the customer is insistent, and 
then no guarantee is given with such work, 
although the best work is generally done 
to them. 

It has been mentioned that prices vary 
according to the locality, etc. To this may 
be added the grade of work, also. Because 
$1.50 may be the charge for merely cleaning 
a watch or 25 cents for making a ring 
smaller it does not follow that all watches 
and all rings command $1.50 and 25 cents 
each. This should be made apparent to 
the customer who brings in a 23-jeweled 
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high-grade watch ora diamond cluster ring 
and is somewhat surprised when he is 
charged more than these prices. It is ob- 
vious that work of this kind requires the 
special attention of skilled workmen. 
Watches of 15, 17, 19, 21 and 23 jewels of 
Swiss and American type vary respectively 
in price. The applies to jewelry. 
Plain gold rings or chains, diamond rings 
or necklaces and articles of platinum, or a 
combination of all these, all command dit- 
ferent prices for repairs; in successive gra- 
dation the difference in price may not be 
great, but the extremes will, of course, be 
of noticeable difference. 

Appended to this article is a price list of 
the principal repairs to a watch and of 
articles of jewelry. This is by no mean’ a 
fixed standard price list, but it may serve 
as a guide to those who may be in doubt 
as to what prices 
jewelers. General repairs include the 
ishing of black or worn pivots, closing of 
brass holes, truing and poising of the bal- 
ance and adjustment of escapement 
errors:

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How to Fight the ‘‘ Second-Hand Dealers’’ Ordinance. 


M. L. Ernst, Attorney for the Retai! Jewelers’ Association of Greater New York and 
Vicinity Discusses the New Local Legislation at February Meeting. 








HE address made by Attorney M. L. 
Ernst, of counsel for the Retail Jewel- 
ers’ Association of Greater New York and 
Vicinity, on the “Second-Hand Dealers’ Or- 
dinance” at the February meeting of the 
association, at Peck’s Restaurant, on Ful- 
ton St.,. New York, Wednesday night, Feb. 
2 received so much favorable comment, was 
so clear cut and such an excellent exposi- 
tion of the entire subject that it is of gen- 
eral interest to the trade, not only in the 
metropolis but throughout the country as 
well, The ordinance, which was passed by 
the Board of Aldermen and signed by 
Mayor Mitchel, has met with determined 
opposition, not only in the jewelry trade 
but among the book dealers and in other 
lines, and no efforts will be spared to have 
it amended before it becomes effective, on 
April 1 next, so as to meet the approval ot 
those most interested. Mr. Ernst’s address, 
to which attention is called in the report 
of the meeting on page 63 is as follows: 
“Gentlemen : 
“On Dec. 4,

We are therefore bound in good faith 
through the action of the National Jewelers 
Board of Trade to attempt in the first 1n- 
stance to amend the present ordinance. If 
our attempts along these lines should fail, 
we can then decide upon a suitable proced- 
ure for the repeal of the ordinance, which, 
unless into effect on 
April 1. 

“There are two lines of reasoning open 
for us. In the first place, we can agree with 
Mr. Rothschild who, in the recent issue of 
THE JEWELERS’ CIRCULAR, expressed in most 
emphatic terms the outrage of placing upon 
your honorable trade the stigma of a license 
under the name of “second-hand.” If you 
object fundamentally to the theory of being 
licensed, and the present ordinance cannot 
be amended, although we hardly believe it 
possible to provide suitable substitute legis- 
lation as suggested by Mr. Menken under 
which the benefits of the proposed ordinance 
could be acquired without the licensing fea- 
ture, we nevertheless believe that before a 
fight is made on the entire ordinance, that 
even this should be attempted.

“On the other hand, there are those of 
you who in all of our conferences have 
argued that the Police Department has 


good grounds for action and that the stand 
of the legitimate merchant should be to up- 
hold the arm of the Police Department and 
merely to correct the present ordinance so 
that it will accomplish the maximum of 
good with the minimum of danger to legiti- 
mate dealers rather than accomplish the 
minimum of benefit with the maximum of 
danger as appears evident under the pres- 
ent wording of the ordinance. 

“As counsel for your association, we are 
pleased to report that our negotiations with 
every branch of the city department have 
been most friendly. 

‘The definite proposals suggested by your 
committee which we have placed in definite 
form are as follows: 

“Sec. 40 should amended that a 
single transaction in second-hand goods 
would not of necessity create a status re- 
quiring a license under the ordinance, and 
in consequence the word ‘engaged’ in Sec. 
40 has been changed to read ‘dealing in the 
purchase, etc.’ 

“In Sec. 41, we have again recommended 
to the Police Department, and believe that 
our recommendation has met with consid- 
erable favor, a division of the license into 
two groups by which arrangement the retail 
jewelers and, in fact, all other branches of 
this industry would be*included in a $10 fee, 
whereas, the very men whom the Police 
Department is most intent upon reaching 
would be included in a $50 fee. 

“In regard to Sec. 42, we are very slow 
to accept the amendment originally written 
by the counsel for the wholesale jewelers’ 
association and accepted by the Corporation 
Counsel and Police Department. Under this 
amendment, no dealer will be required to 
keep records or retain goods as required by 
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the ordinance, unless notified so to do by 
the proper authority. We believe that this 
is open to two objections, first, on the 
grounds of constitutionality in that it places 
in the hands of the authorities the arbitrary 
powers of discriminations for which the 
law indicates no bounds, and in the second 
place, we believe that under an administra- 
tion other than the present one, this clause 
might be an invitation for individual cases 
of blackmail or constant purchasing of 1m- 
munity. In consequence, we place no faith 
whatsoever in this suggested amendment. 

“As to Sec. 44, we have already agreed 
with the Police Department to remedy the 
so-called ‘sunset’ clause and Mr. Van Wert 
will accept any suggestion that we make to 
him along these lines. We wish to point 
out here that the facts have not been clearly 
placed before the public and that the law 
at no time required a licensee under the 
ordinance to close his business at sundown, 
but merely required that no purchase of 
second-hand goods could be made after sun- 
down. 

“In Sec. 44, Par. 3, we again take ex- 
ception to the proposed amendment under 
which the authorities could exempt dealers 
from retaining goods 30 days, and this we 
do on the same grounds as stated previous- 
lv. We further would suggest that the 
time limit of 30 days in all events is too 
long, and that same be cut down to three 
days. We are again confronted by a lack 
ot facts and as we have often suggested 
to the National Jewelers Board of Trade, 
it is encumbent upon them as a larger, rich- 
er and more influential organization to pro- 
cure for the entire industry the necessary 
information concerning the operation of 
this clause in the various cities where simi- 
lar ordinances are in effect. 

“We have suggested the amending of Se 
i> of the law so that no notice need be 
given to the Police Commissioner of stolen 
goods which were advertised in a newspa- 
per, unless actual notice of such advertise- 
ment has been brought to the attention of 
the said jeweler. 

“Further than this, we have a funda- 
mental objection to the entire ordinance, 
as it is at present, on a ground upon which 
we have differed very often with many of 
the members of your grievance committee. 
We believe that this ordinance should vest 
in only one department. As a matter of 
civics and law making, we are opposed to 
dividing the responsibility between two de- 
partments and see no logical reason why a 
licensee under the ordinance should not 
take out his license and have his license 
revoked by the Department of Licenses and 
why any other intervening act should be 
performed by another department, to wit: 
the Police Department. We are most em- 
phatically opposed to the control by the 
Police Department of business men’s prop- 
ositions. If there is to be a license de- 
partment at all, we will never find a more 
nt case for the performance of any of its 
functions than the complete supervision of 
this ordinance. 

“As a further suggestion, we believe it 
will be possible to suggest an amendment 
satisfactory to the authorities by which so- 
called ‘exchanges of goods’ would be ex-

INTERESTING ADDRESS ON “DUTY.” 


Harry Hammond Makes Excellent 
Speech at Annual Dinner of Stein 
& Ellbogen Co., Chicago. 


ARRY HAMMOND delivered an in- 
teresting address on “Duty” before the 
traveling and house office force at the re- 
cent annual dinner of the Stein & Ellbogen 
Co. at the Palmer House, Chicago. During 
the course of his remarks he said: 

“I regard duty as not only the one great 
law of true manhood, but it is the law of 
true business as well. It is that entity 
which stands closer than a shadow unto 
every adult man and woman. It is the grim 
mentor that stands at the elbow of every 
one engaged in a large commercial enter- 
prise, from the employer down through the 
ranks to the bundle-boy. It rises with us 
in the morning, is our companion through 
the day, it watches by our pillow at night. 
In the roar of the great Metropolis it ac- 
companies the city salesman as he makes 
his daily itineraries; it rides beside our 
commercial traveler as he is carried through 
the lonely Mohave Desert to the shores of 
the far off Western Sea. It remains with 
him, with you, with me, inflexible as Fate, 
exacting as necessity, imperative as destiny. 

“He who performs his duty faithfully, 
honestly and conscientiously has nothing to 
fear. tie may make a mistake, the world 
may laugh at him; his friends may ridicule 
and forsake him; his enemies forgetting 
that he who laughs last laughs best, may 
rejoice at his apparent discomfiture. If he 
is an employe, his ‘boss’ may, in the lan- 
guage of the day, ‘ball him out,’ but the 
chances are that the boss knows the man, 
knows that he has done the best that he 
can, and the ‘balling out’ process becomes 
but a matter of form. 

“And do you know that there is an in- 
definable joy, an unexplainable pleasure in 
the remembrance of duty well performed. 
He who has done that thing which deep 
down in his heart of hearts he knew was 
the right thing for him to do, he is your 
truly happy man. To him belongs the soul’s 
calm sunshine and the heartfelt joy, which 
the world can neither give nor take away. 
He who has done his level best for his 
firm need have no compunction about 
facing his employer. He who has done his 
level best for his firm, has done his duty 
by the innocent ones dependent upon him. 
He can go home and gaze into the eyes 
of his wife and children and his mother 
without one tinge of shame, self-reproach 
or remorse. He has kept all those com- 


mandments which Jehovah gave down 
amidst the thunder and the lightning, the 
flame and smoke on Sinai’s Height. He 


may go up and down the world, and gaze 
into the eyes of all the men and all the 
women, and feel deep down in his heart 
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that he is far better than the great majority 
whom he may meet, for he belongs to that 
highest of all nobility whose members are 
as Gods in the ways and walks of men. 

“And do you know that the rule to at- 
tain to this perfection, to enable us to wear 
this signet of excellence upon our brows, 
shining out of our countenances, evidenced 
in all our actions, causing all men to love 
and respect us, the rule is very short and 
simple. It is best expressed in the words 
of the immortal English poet, ‘First of all, 
to thine own self be true, and it must fol- 
low as the day the night that thou canst 
not then be false in thy duty unto any 
man.’ ”

cluded from the operation of the ordinance 
This is the single question of detail on 
which we have not at present any definite 
form, due in part to the fact that we have 
not definitely received the suggestions of 
the various other branches of the industry 
on this point. 

“And now finally, we wish to make the 
most important recommendation of all. The 
jewelry industry as a whole would not sell 
goods without knowing the cost, and still 
you are attempting to write a law without 
knowing the facts. On Monday last I was 
in Boston for seven hours on some other 
business and although business comes be- 
fore pleasure, I found time by the use of 
a taxi, and the introductions handed to me 
by Mr. Willson, of THE JEWELERS’ Crrcvu- 
LAR, to interview more than a dozen jewel- 
ers in that city. I endeavored to see in the 
short time that I had to spare as many vari- 
ous branches of the industry as possible, 
and without going into details, can state 
that the information received there in that 
most cursory survey, is absolutely invalu- 
able in the position that we are in to-day. 
\nd we therefore again insist that imme- 
diate investigation be made from the jewel- 
ers’ point of view of the conditions in those 
cities where the ordinance is in effect. 

“We wish to thank Reichman, of 
the National Jewelers Board of Trade, and 
Mr. Willson, of THE JEWELERS’ CIRCULAR, 
for their constant and able support in this 
matter, and trust that no one here will, be- 
cause of faith in defeating the ordinance 
afterwards on the grounds of unconstitu- 
tionality, lose heart or faith or energy in 
the struggle either for its complete repeal 
or for its satisfactory amendment along the 
two lines of outlined 
above.”
